He became a stock'raiser, anJ tilso 
engaged in tue improvement of farms; he 
built seven farm bouses. He had been 
eahool trustee, school director and eobocl 
treasurer, aad was one ot tbe commis- 
sioners appointed to lay off the county 
into towosbipa in company with John 
Backer and James Dtngman. 
There 


were ten children in the family. 


David Garver was at tbe head of one 


of tbe oldest and moat numerous families 
in Macon county. He wasadeecendantof 
Jacob Gerber, a native ot Switzerland, 
wbo came to America in 1730 and settled 
in Lancaster county, Fa.

HIS10BT OF MJSONKY IN DECJTUR 


Three Hundred QUe«tB at>he Ban- 


quet—Addressss by Scats Offi- 
cials and Home Masons—Rem- 
inisoentwa of Early Days in He- 
oatur in the Fraternal Circle. 


The banquet given by tbe Masons of 


Decatnr luat night at the Masonio Tem- 
ple proved on interesting and enjoyable 
affair. The county and city officers, tbe 
board of supervisors, the architects of 
the court honae, the contractor, and the 
local and Suiting Masonic brethren, in- 
eluding the Grand Master and other 
Grand Lodge officers, in all numbering 
about 300 persons, took their places at 
the tables in the large banquet hall in 
the third story ot the Masonic'Tern pie at 
7:45 o'clock p. m. The feast consisted of

Q rand Lodge officers had to reach the 
earlier trains the tonet-master, I, A.Bnck- 
iogham, promptly called the Masters to 
order and announced that toasts were in 
order. 


TUB OBANI> tOZXtE. 


The first toast of the evening was "The 


Grand Lodge"—response by the Grand 
Master, John M. Pearson. He said: "My 
old (iBBooiation with farmers' clnhe makes 
it appropriate to call on me. I one* 
ihousbt, I knew a great deal about the 
G:aud Lodge, I have studied it for 25 
years and found I did not know as irmob 
as I thought I did. It is a big subject— 
60,000 Masons—just and upright men 
against whom not an objection could 
be raised. Many new Questions are com- 
ing up and it is hard to determine trust 
is beat to do. They are questions, too, 
that must be answered. The question 
cornea, 'What are we all doing.' The 
Lodge wants to know; the world wants 
to know, and the outside world has a 
right to know why we should continue 
to eiist. There was a time wben we had 
to keep quiet. Now volume after volume 
is printed about the principles of the 
order. What shall we do? When a lodgs 
meets and has no work shall it adjourn 
and go borne. It were better to take up 
the history of Masonry and make the 
lodge an historical society, and thus im- 
prove the minds ot the brethren. Many 
profitable topics might be suggested, the 
consideration of which would be profit- 
able to any lodge. Masonry teaches a 
man that lie should learn to govern him- 
self, and it also teacbee bow men are 
governed wbo do not control themselves. 
Reason aud not passion should govern 
men. There waa a time when it waa 
'brother Maaon,' now it ie 'universal 
brotherhood of man.' The object lesson 
is the tragedy where one man disclaimed 
that lie was his brother's keeper, has be- 
come tbe basis for the teaching of 6,000 
yeara tbac "I am ray brother's keeper," 
and no man does his duty wbo c-nly rec- 
ognizes the membership in good stand- 
ing as bia brethren. This world is get- 
ting too email for that. Men here to- 
night are 200 miles away from home, but 
will breakfast at home to-morrow morn- 
ing. Distance haa been obliterated by 
railroads and telegraph lines. One of 
the erFive questions before us has been 
whether more lodges should be organized. 
I once thought there ought not to be 
many more, but in the last year I liflve 
organized 14 new lodges." 


MASONIC HISTORY OP DECATUI) 


was the nest toast-Desponded to by 
Past Grand Muster J. B, Oorin. He 
said: "My first recollections of Masonry 
rune barsk to the year 1825. Wben I was 
about eight years old my father, who was 
a Mason then, took me with him to town 
where a meeting of Masons was held in 
tbe court honse. Curiosity ltd ma with 
otber boys of my age to go up stairs to 
find oat what was going on, Tbe first 
man that we met standing in front ot tbe 
door at tbe landing was a stern looking 
fellow with a drawn sword in hie hands 
who made for its and we made tot the 
bottom of toe stairs. For a long time 
afterwards I regarded a Mason us one 
entitled to very hiRh rcgirl, almost 
amounting to fear, to be held ttt ft re- 
spectful distance. This feeling gradually 
wore off as I gretv older, and entirely dis- 
appeared 
when I 
beoame a Mason. 


Maion Lodge Kb 8 was instituted in 
1811, with Georpe A, Patterson W. M,; 
Joseph Kin?, S.W.; Win. Leforgee.J. W.; 
Henry Pratber, S. D,; L, Ashton, J, D,, 
and J. Asbton, Sec., and Elijah 
member. None of tbn charter members, 
I believe, ate living, except Dr, Joseph 
King, of this city. Henry Eumraell, now 
in his 99th year, and present to-niebt, 
was the first, and Joel 8. Poet, who eliad 
ft few yenrs since, was the secood appli- 
cant, Tonr bumble servant or J. J, Ped- 
decord the third. I took the three tie- 
ftr»es the same nitrbt and was elected 
secretary at the same sitting. This was 
jo the fall of 1811. A brick building was 
commenced m the spring ot 1342, the 
first floor to be occupied as a school 
boose, the second for a Masonic hall. 
Preparations were made to lay the corner 
stone with Miwonie honors, which was 
done oa the 34th day of .Tnoe, 1842, by 
the Grand Loagn, Meredith Helm, G, 
, 
M. Tho orator of tbedaywns Dr. J. 
Alciander, who with my father rode 
horseback from Yandalia, a distance of 
75 miles. My father carried the Holy 
Writings. Quite a delegation came from 


Springfield, among them Bro. Springer, 
oar nreae-nt Grand Chaplain, wtio is with 
ns to-day. Hone of the grand officers 
who assisted in laying this, the first cor- 
ner atone of a lodse with MnsorJo honors 
m the state, are living, eseept W, Bto. 
Springer, who I think waa then Grand 
Ohaplajo; but all have gone to thnt 
bourne from whence no traveler re- 
turns." Maoon Lod^e haa been the bee- 
hiva which nne swarmed several times. 
£lie offaprmg are Ionic 312, Maroa, 8. 
Maoon, Barristown, Bins llound and 
Montieello, which were all made op 
largely of members of uid No. a 
Theaa 


are all live lodges worthy of such a 
mother. The present tungniacent tewpla 
was bn It in 1882. The old corner stone 
was relsid August 10, 1882, by Grand 
Master W.H.Soott. I am glad I have 
lived to see this day. I have witnessed 
the marvelous growth ot the great state 
ot Illinois from a population of 150,000, 
when I landed in it in the year 1823, tti 
be the third state in the Union, with a 
population of nearly it not qaite 4,000,- 
000, and Masonry keeping pace with the 
growth of the state, spreading her benign 
influences all over this land of which we 
are so justly proud, until from 8 lodges 
we now number nearly 800. I am proud 
that I am a citizen of this grand old 
state, with her rivers, Dec lakes, hsr rail- 
roads, her fertile soil, her institutions of 
learning, and her nobla institutions for 
the unfortunate, I am proud of the 
beantifal cities, the oily of the lute, the 
garden city, the second city in the United 
States, ana of her people whose energy 
knows no limits and who have the brains, 
the courage and the money to carry 
through anocaesfully any enterprise they 
undertake, I am proud ot Illinois Ma- 
sonry; I am proud of the Gnind Lodge 
of Illinois; I am proud of the Grand 
Master who presides ov^r her delibera- 
tions, Hon. John M. Pearson, nnder 
whose direction tee beautiful ceremonise 
of laying the corner stone of our court 
bouss was so successfully performed to- 
day, a Christian gentleman, a man ot in- 
telligence, a Mason indeed end in truth, 
with courage to stueid for the right, wtio 
has honored us with his presence to-day. 
Last, though by BO means least, I am 
proud ot this beautiful city of Deoatur, 
where I have lived for nearly 60 years, 
and watched with gre(it intereet her 
growth from a hamlet ot 17 shanties to a 
city of 20,000 live, energetic people. I 
dm proud ol the Masonic fraternity of 
Ueeatnr; a more nobia and loyal body of 
Masons cannot be found anywhere. I am 
proud of onr sister lodges, who are repre- 
seated here to-night. I present tnetu, 
M. W, Q, Maft.ir, for your inspeolion. 
Brethren, behold your Grand Master." 


THE CIIV OP DECATUK 


was next announced aod was responded 
to by I. B. Mills, He said: "Self praise 
is said to be half soandul. It is utatmed 
that in local pride there is much of con- 
ceit. This is partly true, and yet it is 
true that we as a rule think more ot our 
own thau that ot oar neighbors. We 
can say some things about Decatur with 
becoming modesty; tor instance, that it 
is the best city m the state outside o£ 
Chicago. I have only lived in D^calur 
12 years, yet I havs seen it transformed 
from a village into the proportions of a 
city, I at first wondered why I was 
chosen to this toast, but I presume it is 
on the theory advanced by the boy who 
failed to answer th« question, "Whomade 
you,' which was answered by a liUle girl 
much younger, when he said, -Well, it 
hasn't been so long since she was made 
and she ought 
to remember.' 
The 


growth ot Deoutur IB proverbial, I went 
to the records and found that tea real 
estate transactions for August, 1886, were 
$168^65; in August, 1891, they were 
$302,838. I inquired at the banks aud 
found that on Sept, 1, 183ft, the deposits 
of onr people were $1,110,000. On the 
same dale in 1891 the amount was f 2,245,- 
000, 
Lest some might say this is simply 


an evidence that our rich men have 
grown noher I sought out tacts to show 
the prosperity ot our laboring men and 
learned that on Sept. 18, 1866, the two 
principal loan associations had accumu- 
lated savings amounting to $116,050; on 
Sept. 1, 1391, thesfe saving aggregated 
8333,000. During the past four years 
the city has expeuded $500,000 in publio 
improvements, 
Do you say that has 


been token from tbs property owners? 
We admit it, but answer toat the prop- 
erty which bus been subject to special 
taxation for these improvements has been 
advanced by such improvements 82,000,- 
000 in value. Every dollar of these im- 
provements represents labor; tie mater- 
ial is the clay dug out of oar own hills. 
We challenge any city in Illinois, outside 
of Chicago, to make saoh a showing in 
the past five years. Within that period 
we have expended 350,000 for new school 
houses, and within the last 13 months 
over $150,000 for new churches. A few 
years ago one street oar, with a Hat car 
attached for baggage, aud one mule did 
the business between the depot and the 
business part of the city, and bad time to 
spare; now we have a quarter ot a million 
dollars invested in tho best electric street 
railway systems in the country. Every 
industry we had five years ago bns grown 
and thoee who have started new indus- 
tries are pleased with theirsawiess. Five 
years ago we were ashamed to show a 
stranger oar hotels, opera bouse and 
churches; to-day we point with pride to a 
now hotel, the result of its enterprising 
proprietor, and to a new opera house, the 
bent outside ot Chicago, which an en- 
terprising citizen, standing alone, has 
built at an eipease of $75,000, We were 
once ashamed to talk about a court house 
to a stranger; to-day we have laid the 
corner stone of a new court house to 
cost about $35,000, We congratulate 
the supervisors; we congratulate our- 
salvea oa this result. We want several 
other things. We wimt to tell the Illi- 
nois Central railroad that we are reudy 
to lay the corner stone of anew depot. 
IE it does not build a depot we will do it 
ourselves and oiiarge ID to liie company."

esoep*,ion ot Dr. 
McMartrie, 
wlio 
is now an employe ot a bating powder 
company which uses oarbonate of am- 
oaouta in ite bating powder. 


Of tbe other parties mentioned as bav- 


ing taken part in tb» discussion ware 
Prof, Dr. barker ot tbe Umcersity ot 
PeniiBylvanis, who is the President ot 
the society and one ot our highest au- 
thorities. In answer to a pleading by 
Prot. MoMnrtne that only email quanti- 
ties ot ammonia were used in baking 
powders, be etoted; "No matter bow 
email tbe quantity, I muet decline to be 
dosed medically without 017 consent 
when taking my meals."
